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‘The tragic reality of Christian disunity’

The idea of the Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, 
which begins Jan. 18, “is to awaken Christians tothe 
reality of the tragic disunity which we have too long 
taken for granted,” said an ecumenical official of the 
San Diego diocese. 


“It provides the opportunity for Christians to 
witness publicly their desire for Christian unity,” 
added Msgr. John Portman, chairman of the 
diocésan Ecumenical Commission and pastor of 
Sacred Heart parish, Coronado. 


A NUMBER OF activities to observe the week, 
which ends Jan. 25, have been scheduled 
throughout the diocese. 


He said some parishes in the diocese will use 
commentaries on the theme of this year’s 
observance, “Your Kingdom Come,” as well as 
readings, meditations and prayers on each of the 
eight days. Also, many priests and ministers 
exchange pulpits. 


Among the specific activities scheduled. in the 
diocese to focus on Christian unity are: 


—An ecumenical prayer service with the local 
clergy in the Coronado, Point Loma and Ocean 
Beach areas participating, 7:30 p.m., Thursday, Jan. 
17, at Sacred Heart Church, Coronado; 


—The “Sunday Mass, a Catholic liturgy for 
television” at 7:30 a.m., Sunday, Jan. 20, on KCST- 
TV, Channel 39, will be celebrated by Msgr. Portman; 


—A Holy Hour for Christian unity, 2 p.m., 
Sunday, Jan. 20, at the Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration, San Diego; 


—A joint prayer service with 12 churches in the 
North Park area participating, including St. Patrick, 
at 7 p.m., Sunday, Jan. 20, at Plymouth 
Congregational Church, 2717 University Ave.; 


—A talk by theologian and ecumenist, Dr. Keith 
Bridston, sponsored by the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference, 8 p.m., Wednesday, Jan. 
23, at the First United Methodist Church in Mission 
Valley; 


(Bridston, former executive secretary and 
department head of the World Council of Churches, 
will speak on the work of the WCC, an international 
inter-faith organization.) 


—A prayer service for all La Jolla congregations, 
hosted by the Episcopal, Catholic and Lutheran 
campus ministries of UCSD, at 7:30 p.m., Friday, 
Jan. 25, at University Lutheran Church, La Jolla. 


The Week of Prayer for Christian Unity, observed 
throughout the world by most Christian churches, 
was begun in the United States in 1908 by the 
founder of the Atonement Friars, Father James 
Francis Paul (Wattson). Within a few years it spread 
throughout the world. 


“FOR MORE THAN 70 years it has continued to be 
what some have called a “permanent dialogue of 
Spirituality which expresses what should happen 
during the whole year,” Msgr. Portman said. 


The Catholic Church also took a major step toward 
Christian unity with the Vatican I! Decree on 
Ecumenism. 


Msgr. Portman said the decree states that it “firmly 
hopes that the initiation of the Sons of the Catholic 
Church joined with those of the separate brethren 
will go forward, without obstructing the ways of the 
Divine Providence, ard without prejudging the 
future inspirations of the Holy Spirit.”

“SET FOOT ON EARTH’ — “A nation with the resolve to 
have a man set foot on the moon must not be afraid to let 
a child set foot on the earth,” Cardinal Terence Cooke of 
New York said in defense of the unborn child. The 
cardinal’s statement on the “national scandal” of 
legalized abortion was one of a number of comments 
made in observance of the seventh anniversary of the 
Supreme Court abortion decision Jan. 22. 

KENNEDY OPPOSED —A major pro-life group in lowa 
has accused Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of using “devious 
campaign tactics” and distorting his voting record on 
abortion during campaigning leading to the lowa 
precinct caucuses Jan. 21. The lowa Pro-Life Political 
Council condemned the Kennedy candidacy. 


MEANY PRAISED—The United States was greatly 
enriched by the life and career of labor leader George 
Meany, and it is poorer as,the result of his death, Bishop 
Thomas Kelly, general secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, said. In a message to 
Meany’s successor as head of the AFL-CIO, Bishop Kelly 
joined other religious and political leaders in praising 
Meany. 


ENERGY AND JUSTICE — Energy was called “the pre- 
eminent social justice issue of the 1980s” by Bishop 
William M. Cosgrove of Belleville, IIl., during a day-long 
Washington conference on “Religion and Energy in the 
80s.” The conference included a breakfast at the White 
House and a 15-minute address by President Carter. 


PARENTS’ RIGHTS —The New Jersey legislature in 
Trenton approved bills allowing parents to withdraw 
students from public-school sex-education classes on 
moral and religious grounds, and expanding the 
requirements for establishing “combat zones” for sale of 
pornographic material. The legislature failed to override 
the governor's veto of legislation to regulate abortion. 


CHINA-VATICAN TIES—The major obstacle to 
normalization of diplomatic relations between China and 
the Vatican is the Holy See’s ties with Taiwan, according 
to the first European Catholic bishop to visit China in 
more than 30 years. He is Bishop Georg Moser of 
Rottenburg-Stuttgart, West Germany. 


GUIDELINES REVISED—The Brooklyn diocese has 
revised its Catholic-Jewish guidelines, including 
regulations governing Catholic-Jewish marriages. The 
guidelines would permit a rabbi to offer prayers and a 
blessing at a marriage officiated by a priest or deacon, 
and would allow a public ceremony recognized in civil 
law provided the Catholic party has obtained a 
dispensation from the canonical form of marriage. 


ALIENS AND CENSUS — New York metropolitan area 


_ dioceses have agreed to a uniform policy of limited 


cooperation with the 1980 census in regard to illegal 
aliens, according to Msgr. Anthony J. Bevilacqua, 
director of the Brooklyn diocese Migration and Refugee 


_ Office. “Basically, the policy is one of cooperation to a 


limited extent without being guarantors of 
confidentiality,” he said. 


POPE IN BRAZIL?—Several bishops are making 
suggestions for a papal visit to Brazil at the request of 
Pope John Paul II, church sources announced in Brasilia. 
They said the pope is studying Portuguese to 
communicate better with Brazilians. 


CATHOLIC MARRIAGES — The number of marriages 
performed in Rome steadily decreased in the 1970s 
while the number of requests for legal separations 
increased, according to statistics compiled by a Rome 
priest. Catholic ceremonies were performed in 96 
percent of all marriages in 1968, but in only 74 percent of 
the total in 1978. 


‘WATCH OVER TRUTH’—Pope John Paul told the 
Dutch bishops’ Particular Synod, at the Vatican, that “to 
be a pastor and bishop of souls means to protect the word 
(of God), to watch over the truth.” The synod, which 
continues until Jan. 26, will seek to resolve divisions 
which “threaten to paralyze ecclesiastical life” in the 
Netherlands. The pope’ spoke at a concelebrated Mass 
for the synod. 


BAD OMENS — The decade of the 1980s opened with 
“dark predictions” and “discouraging omens,” the pope 
told Vatican employees. His talk was interpreted as an 
indirect reference to tensions in Afghanistan and Iran. It 
was the fifth. time in two weeks that he had alluded to 
those tensions and the international arms race. 


REFUGEES GREETED — Human beings must live with 
others and for others to be fully human, Pope John Paul 
said at his weekly general audience. Among the 5,000 


people present was the 11-member Cong Duc family of 


Vietnamese refugees now living at the Vatican, whom 
the pope met personally and later greeted publicly. 
He also offered special greetings to a group of doctors 


and nurses who were about to leave for refugee camps in 
Thailand as volunteers for Italian Catholic Charities.

The Supreme Court decision of Jan. 22, 
1973, in effect created legal abortion on 
demand at any stage of pregnancy. The 


decision nullified the laws of 33 states _ 


which allowed abortions only to save the 
life of the mother. 


“THE ABORTION decisions of the 
Supreme Court violate the moral order, 
and have disrupted the legal process 
which previously attempted to safeguard 
the rights of unborn children,” Bishop Leo 
T. Maher of San Diego has said. 


“There is a need of a comprehensive 
pro-life legislation program providing 
protection for the unborn child. At no time 
should we accept legislation that robs the 
unborn of the right to life. 


“Recognition of the dignity of the human 
person, made in the image of God, lies at 
the very heart of our individual and social 
duty to respect human life.”

About a dozen people arrive at Catholic 
Community Services’ Emergency 
Assistance Program each day. The 
reasons are varied but the need is the 
same. 


A mother requested some milk and 
pajamas for her baby. A couple from 
Indiana had arrived in San Diego recently 
and had no money for food. And another 


-woman had been thrown out of her home 


by her husband. 


I'VE HAD some 300 cases like that in the 
last two months,” said, Sister RayMonda, 
Duvall, administrator of the programanda 
member of the Community of the Holy 
Spirit. gett 

“We have a very limited budget but 
sometimes | have to forget about the 
budget and think about the critical need,” 
said Sister RayMonda. “We will give 
assistance to persons that come in as we 
are able to.” 


That assistance may be in the form of 
food for one or two days, clothing, or 
vouchers for medicine, personal hygiene 
items, or food not available in the “food 
closet” at CCS. 

“THE SINGLE thing that people are 
asking for when they come to us for help is 
food. We can provide food for one or two 
days and try to find out if they qualify for 


other social services that can help them 
on a long-term basis,” she explained. . 


The Emergency Assistance Program is 
funded by United Way and CCS but 
donations are needed to supplement the 
program's services. “We need donations 
of food items and‘ children’s clothing,” 
noted Sister RayMonda. 


“| think some people expect that we will 
handle any problem, financial or 
otherwise, but this is mainly a referral 
service with a limited amount of 


- emergency assistance,” she added 


THERE IS NO criteria that must be met 
before qualifying for assistance, but “we 
are not an advocacy type program. We do 
not provide ongoing help,’’ she 
emphasized. 


Sister RayMonda is currently involved in 
establishing a shelter for women. The 
project ‘is ecumenically-sponsored — by 
CCS and the downtown Methodist Ministry 
(METRO). 


“Unemployment and inflation are 
hitting people hard in San Diego. We see 
more and more people in here every day. 
One of the problems is that there isn’t 
enough emergency shelter for people.” \ 

SHE ESTIMATED that some 100 people 
sleep under bridges and on park benches 
nightly. 


Hearing a handicap at 


‘talk’ by deaf

Hearing was a handicap for those who 
attended a recent talk given by Father Tom 
Coughlin, America’s first and only 
ordained deaf priest, at the University of 
San Diego. 


A hearing person experienced a tiny 
inkling of whatit must be like to be deaf as 
people milled about in the entrance way to 
Salomon Lecture Hall “chatting” prior to 
Father Coughlin’s presentation. 


EVERYONE was talking at once, 
laughing and exchanging greetings but 
there was no sound. Sign language and 
gestures were being used to communicate 
thoughts. 


While most of the 75 persons 
understood Father Coughlin’s signing, an 
interpreter translated the “talk” for the few 
hearing persons. 


Again, another slight feeling of isolation 
was experienced, especially when the 
group broke out in laughter at the priest’s 
humorous anecdotes before the few 
hearing persons had the punchlines 
translated to them. - 


Father Coughlin, who also held a 
workshop and liturgy the following day, 


priest 


focused his message on the necessity “for 
the deaf to be more open and involved in 
their faith.” 


‘HE URGED the deaf to recognize their 
potential and the gifts they bring to the 
church. 


The deaf priest added that persons 
must “not hide behind their handicap” 
and therefore, choose to be in darkness. 


Father Coughlin, who is currently 
traveling extensively as a missionary for 
the International Catholic Deaf Associa- 
tion, had just returned from Mexico City. 


_ His two-day visit in san Diego was part of 
a year-long ICDA program of preaching a! 
mission to the deaf. 


“| WANT to help the deaf to understand 
their faith better and also meet deaf 
youths and expose them to the 
possibilities of becoming priests,” he said. 


Sister Kathryn Jennings, special 
religious education consultant and 
coordinator of the visit, called Father 
Coughlin “the patron saint of the deaf.” 


“He knows their life and their handicap 
and he has been abie to overcome itt. This 
is the message he brings,” she said.

It is frightening to think how much power is 
vested in the U.S. Supreme Court. 


The principle proposed and established by 
the founders of our country is that the creation 
of three branches of government would serve 
as a system of checks and balances. 


The Supreme Court can more easily alter the 
actions of the legislative and executive 
branches than the latter can the rulings of the 
high court. 


With one ruling the court can abolish a 
pattern of laws and with that same ruling 
establish a new pattern. In effect, with one 
ruling the high court can change the law of the 
land and alter history. That is what it did with 
its decision on Jan. 22, 1973, striking down 
most state laws restricting abortions. 


The result: legalized abortion at any stage of 
pregnancy. A death sentence to the millions of 


unborn babies. Because of the court's: 


decision abortion-on-demand became an 
accepted practice in American society. 


But the Supreme Court did not stop there. It 
has continued on a course of pro-abortion 
decisions that has infringed upon those 
citizens whose consciences will not let them 
support the legal killing of unborn children and

requiring parental consent for an unmarried 


minor to get an abortion. 


Archbishop John R. Quinn, president of the 
U.S. bishops’ conference, stated that the 
court’s “abortion ideology is reaching beyond 
the life issue and is tampering with the most 
basic relationship in society” —the family. 


Anti-abortion advocates have discovered it 


is not easy to reverse a Supreme Court ruling. A 
constitutional amendment is not an easy thing 
to achieve. 


So we Americans, particularly the unborn, 


are at the “mercy” of the Supreme Court. 


Anti-abortion proponents must continue to 
try to educate the public, politicians and the 
Supreme Court justices that unborn children 
are human beings, created in the image of 
their Creator, and are entitled to life.

PTA’S across the nation complain and 
campaign against violence, sex, and what 
not. Pulpits condemn everything on the 
tube except the “hucksters of God” who 
bilk the poor for God’s sake. 


From one perspective the 1970s might 
be characterized as the decade in which 
Christians began an uncertain, some- 
times fumbling, return to their religious 
roots. Evidence of the desire to return to 
the sources can be seen in such efforts as 
the charismatic movement, evangeliza- 
tion programs, ecumenical and interreligi- 
ous dialogues. 


These “renewal” efforts manifest 
various degrees of return. They also 
clearly indicate an important context in 
which to return, namely, the faith and life 
of the local church. ; 


HOWEVER, because of their generally 
separate developments, and precisely 
because they vie for the attention of the 
local church, these efforts have 
unavoidably generated tension within the 
church. This. tension portends lively 
debates within and outside the church 
during the 1980s. : 


Each effort within this multi-faceted 
phenomenon finds its rationale in the 
Scriptures. Slogans are created out of 
proof-texts from Scripture which 
supposedly gives evidence of their 
permanent validity. 


Wives complain of sports. Kids 
complain about the news. Fathers 
complain about cartoons. And all watch 
anything that moves. 


But no one complains about the set 
being ON. No one misses conversation, or 
the sharing of time and ideas. Books 
gather dust on the library shelves and no 
one cares but the librarian. 


HOMEWORK is a bore because it is not 
in living color. The TV wears out and 
everyone complains but the rich 
repairman. 


There used to be an old saying (when 
people thought about virtue) that that 
noble facet of human dynamics stood 


Different conclusions, however, are 
drawn from selected passages of 
Scripture, and conflicting principles and 
methods are utilized in defining the nature 
and mission of the church. 


THE CHARISMATIC and the evangelist, 
for instance, rightly insist on the Lordship 
of Jesus as the central mystery of human 
salvation. Yet the interreligious proponent 
calls for an equally important aspect, 
namely the Jewish character and content 
of Jesus’ person and message. 


The ecumenist asserts that Christians 
are called to unity precisely “that the world 
may come to believe” (John 17, 21). On 


the other hand, the charismatic wishes to | 
_ concentrate primarily on the givenness of 


Christian unity found in baptism and the 
mandate shared by all Christians to 
preach the Good News. 


The charismatic and the evangelist 
insist that everyone is called to hear the 
word of God and be transformed by it. The 
ecumenist and participant in interreligi- 
ous dialogue insist on the principle of 
religious liberty, the dignity of the human 
person, and the. gratuitous nature of 
Christian faith.

A foundation for dialogue in the ’80s 


WHILE THE charismatic and evangelist 
draw upon Scripture as the inspired word 
of God, applicable to every aspect of life, 
the ecumenist makes use of Scripture as 
the record of the faith— experiences of an 
historical people, though. nonetheless 
inspired. 


Although there are no clear indications 
that dialogue between the leaders and 
followers of these various “renewal” 
efforts will take place in the immediate 
future, the necessity for dialogue 
becomes ever more crucial. 


It is crucial because these efforts seek 
to represent, at least implicitly, the “true” 
nature and mission of the church. 


Without dialogue, the paths being 
followed by these Christians can only lead 
to further impasses, further isolation from 
one another, and ultimately to further 
confusion about the identity of the 
Christian, 


THE PATH OF dialogue, however, might 


callow the kind of radical return to the 


sources that will provide further insight 
into the Christian faith, the nature of the 
church, and the essence of Christian 
mission.

What will 1980s bring to church, nation? 


By Father John Reedy, CS 
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Historical change does not, of course, 
conform to our calendar. The end of the 
70s, for example, was a much less 
significant date for our nation than the day 
on which oil prices soared toward the sky. 


Inthe church, the beginning of 1980 isa 
much less significant date than that of the 
election of John Paul II. 


STILL, because our minds work as they 
do, the end of a year and the close of a 
decade provide the occasion for 
reflection, for looking back at what we’ve 
been through, for looking forward to what 
might be ahead. 


For our nation, | see two major changes 
that occurred during the 70s. 


The defeat in Vietnam and the 
realization of our dependence on foreign 
oil changed America’s perception of itself. 
These developments marked the end of a 
national self-confidence (or arrogance) 
which assumed that our immense 
national resources and industrial strength 
allowed us to control events anywhere in 
the world. f 

THE SHOCK of seeing the failure of our 
military technology in Vietnam and of 
seeing our vulnerability to oil-producing 


A friend of mine who is a marriage 
counselor told about the couple who came 
to him for counseling. When he brought 
the two together and asked some specific 
questions, one of the wife’s charges was 
that her husband was terribly critical of 
her housekeeping. “He even comes home 
from work and vacuums the carpets,” she 
said. 

Her husband stared at her in genuine 
astonishment. “I wasn’t being critical. | 
was only trying to be helpful. | figured you 
had been doing the housework all day and 
this was one way | could help.” 


Neither had talked to the other about 
motives. It was a classic case of a 
misunderstanding that escalated. If the 
couple had been able to talk with one 
another —communicate—the misunder- 
standing would never have occurred and 
the incident could have led to a closer 
rather than a strained relationship. 


COMMUNICATION IS not a luxury but a 
necessity in the home. In our harried pace 
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nations was traumatic. It generated anger, 
frustration and an exaggerated judgment 
that there was little of value in American 
life, that we could have no influence 
on world events. 


That was probably the dominant mood . 


for much of the past 10 years. This 
judgment was untrue and unrealistic, but 
it took another shock —the seizure of the 
hostages in Iran—to break that mood. 


We still have been unable to obtain the 
release of the hostages, but America is 
using its power and influence, other than 
military action, to achieve the release. And 
we shall probably become more 
comfortable with using them for other 
national purposes. 


In general, then, | see the beginning of a 
more modest, but a determined national 
will to deal with the realities facing us 
today—the reality of dependence on 
others for some resources, the reality that 
we shall have to live within some limits, the 
reality that there is still great strength and 
vigor in this nation. 


In the church, the new pope has given 
us a whirlwind year and the dust from that 
whirlwind has not settled enough to allow 


of life, it is more crucial than ever. We 
simply don’t have the hours together 
pitting cherries or stacking wood during 
which we talked and listened to one 
another as in an earlier era. We no longer 
sit and swing on the front porch, idly 
chatting and hearing the other's thoughts 
and dreams. Instead, we are sitting in front 
of the television set. 


Many couples are familiar with this 
scenario described by a family 
communications facilitator. Husband 
comes home from work and asks wife how 
things went today. She replies, “Well, the 
carpet man came at nine instead of eight 
and | wasn’t here so he had to go to 
Johnsons to let him in and... then your 
mother called and told about Uncle 
Lester. Did you know he... when the kids 
came home, we took Henry’s trumpet to 
the shop... so we’re having tomato soup 
and leftover meatloaf sandwiches. How 
was your day?” 


“Okay,” he replies. 
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us to make out the new realities. 


THE FINAL YEARS of Pope Paul’s 
pontificate saw a hardening of patterns 
and problems which arose in the years 
after the council. 


Those problems included, in this 
country, a drift away from church life, 
away from the priesthood and religious 
life. Dissent, in theory and practice,-was a 
fact of life in the church. 


We saw some promising younger men 
coming into the American hierarchy, but 
there was nothing to signal a revitalization 
of the interest and enthusiasm which 
accompanied the council and the charm 
of John XxXIll. 


THE SURPRISING choice of a young 
cardinal from a communist country 
generated great interest, but it wasn’t 
clear that there was anything more than 
interest. 


When we were hit by the vigor and the 
personality of this new pope, who dealt 
easily with papal protocol and who has a 
genius for winning the enthusiasm of 
crowds, we knew that a new influence had 
come into the life of the church. Things 
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‘My husband never talks or listens to me’ 


LATER, THE WIFE tells her friend, her 
mother, or the marriage counselor, “He 
never listens to me,” or “He never talks to 


How can we be so stupid as to let our 
communication together die? It was the 
very thing that brought us together as 
‘young lovers—the feeling that finally 
someone cared enough about us to listen, 
to want to know us, to make us feel 
treasured. 


After all, we couldn’t bare our dreams to 
our parents —they might tell us why they 
couldn’t be realized. We couldn’t tell our 
hopes to our best friends; they were sure to 
tell the first persons they met. So when we 
met someone who cared deeply about us 
and we about him, the bond was 
communication. 


So what happened? Why did we stop 
talking? Gradually, we let our interest in 
the other wane. We heard all the stories of 
each other’s childhood and they began to 
bore us. We stopped discussing dreams.

would not be the same. They might be 
better or worse, but not the same. 


It is becoming obvious that the 
immense enthusiasm for John Paul will 
present problems for his administration of 
church affairs. Throngs can shout, “Long 
live the pope,” but the people in those 
crowds will react differently to specific 
decisions on church policies. For some, 
the reality will probably represent a bitter 
disappointment. 


BUT THE PATTERN is not yet clear. It’s 
obvious that the Holy Father holds to the 


.tradition on most ecclesiastical issues. 


That should not surprise us. 


What is not yet clear is whether his 
experience and personality will provide a 
style of leadership which can be 
persuasive to those who disagree with his 
policies. 


| tore off the final pages of my calendar 
for the 70s with relief that many of its 
experiences are past, with uncertainty and 
hope for both the nation and the church, 
and with a lot of interest in seeing what 
these new patterns will bring to the nation 
and to the church. 


BUT WE CAN'T love someone we don’t 
know and we can’t know someone until we 
talk and listen to him and he tous. There’s 
no real excuse for lack of communication 
among couples today. Every night school, 
community college, and third church offer 
seminars and courses on communicating 
in marriages and families. 


The various encounter-type weekends 
and couple retreats have built-in 
communication skills. The couple who 
really cares about enriching family life ha$ 
only to take the effort and sign up for a 
course or a retreat. Otherwise, they may 
well abdicate their marriage and family 
life to the calendar and the television set. 
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Sometimes the decisions which seem 
so right at the time we make them can 
begin to look very wrong later on. 
Circumstances change—or maybe the 
whole problem is that they don’t. We 
change, or maybe the trouble is that we do 
not —or not enough. 


Traumatic experiences may shatter our 
equilibrium; expectations of ourselves or 
other people may have been unrealistic. 
Maybe: we simply grow bored. Whatever 
the reason, things do not turn out as we 
had hoped and we begin to doubt the 
wisdom of that earlier decision. 


BUT THE DECISION has been made and 
there is no way out until we make a further 
decision as to what to do about the first 
one! Then we find ourselves balancing the 
one against the other. What was right? 
What was wrong? 


About 18 months ago a young family of 
four flew off to the wilds of New Guinea to 
work as missionaries. It was a brave and 
courageous decision, taken with much 
prayer and seeking out of God's will in their 


Q: We don’t hear much about honoring 
the saints anymore. Is this still 
permissible? 

A: The Paschal Mystery is central to our 
worship and it was the intention of Vatican 
1l to make this emphasis even clearer than 
before. This implied that the liturgical 
calendar had to be simplified. (It did getto 
be too much of a good thing, for example, 
when four or five saints were honored on 
the same day!) 


In removing a number of saints from the 
roster of public worship, the church was 
neither denying their existence (St. 
Christopher, for example) nor prohibiting 
their veneration: it was just a matter of 
common sense balance. 


Unfortunately this healthy pruning was 
interpreted as a signal that the saints were 
“out.” This same spirit of negativism 
extended to statues (replaced by raunchy 
banners), music (away with the chant and 
drag in the bongos) and vestments (any 
old thing will do because it’s relevant). 


The phenomenon we witnessed has 
aptly been described as “the silly season.” 
Richard Neuhaus elaborates in “Freedom 
for Ministry”: 

“If it was false and stifling to say that 
nothing matters but rubrical correctness, 
it is equally false and stifling to say that 


nothing matters but the defiance of the" 


same. Liturgical frivolity is as deadly as 
liturgical legalism — indeed, because it is 


January 20, Second Sunday in Ordinary

“Thus did he reveal his glory...” Youcan 
be very sure that those words were 
carefully chosen by the evangelist. He had 
just recorded the first act of Jesus in His 
public ministry, the Cana miracle. And he 
equates it with the whole purpose of Jesus’ 
coming, the revelation of His, or His 
Father's (for John it is the same thing), 
glory. 

Inasense John could have laid down his 

pen. The reason for Jesus’ coming has 
been achieved. That is confirmed by the 
words immediately following that 
statement, “...and his disciples believed 
in him.” At the end of his Gospel John says 
that he wrote his story in order that people 
might believe in Jesus (20:30-31). That 
goal was attained at Cana. 


THIS INTRODUCES us to a special 


lives. Almost from the first things seemed 
to go wrong. 


Conditions were extremely difficult for 


‘the young mother and her two children. 


She became pregnant and suffered 
considerably from the unaccustomed 
heat and humidity.

‘with whom they became friendly was

IT WAS ONE thing upon another andthe 
result of their prayerful consideration of 
the sequence of experiences was a 
decision to return home, and meet the 
urgent needs of their immediate family.

Another young missionary enduring 
similar kinds of stress and personal 
trauma has made the commitment to 
struggle through to the end of the agreed 
term of service. That, too, is a brave and 
courageous decision. But does it mean 
that in one case the first decision was right 
and in the other, wrong? 


harder to sustain, it becomes more forced. 


“‘Be spontaneous’ is the most 
impossible of rubrics. When we compete 
with ourselves we quickly run out of acts. 
Yesterday’s bright idea is bad enough, but 
it only makes matters worse to present it 
as today’s. 


“Thoughtful people begin to suspect 
that the spontaneous is not necessarily 
better than the considered. It is no longer 
entirely clear why a primal scream is more 
authentic than a Gregorian chant. 


“After a while it becomes obvious that 
releasing balloons with the prescribed 
shout of joy is considerably less 
interesting than the elevation of the 
consecrated host. And so the silly season 
is, one hopes, reaching its end. Perhaps it 
has already ended.”

Q: Some time ago you mentioned 
deuterocanonical books in the Bible and 
that the Protestants don’t accept these. 
Could you explain some more? 


A: The Deuterocanonicals (also known 
as Apocrypha) are a series.of books or 
parts of books which were written over a 
period of some 400 years, beginning three 
centuries before the birth of Christ and 
probably finished.about 100 years later. 


These writings contain everyday 
wisdom, Jewish history and culture as well 


characteristic of John’s Gospel. The 
scholars call it “realized eschatology.” 
More simply, that means that, in His 
public ministry, Jesus already anticipated 
what the whole course of His life, including 
His death and resurrection, would bring 
about. Because He is who He is, the Word 
of God made flesh, every single act was an 
act of “glory revealed.” y 


John, of course, knew that Jesus’ first 
act did not reveal all the glory and power 


~ of His final act of exaltation. It was really 


only in that final act that the Spirit was 
given (cf. 20:22). And even in this Cana 
scene Jesus tells His mother, after she 
requested His aid, “My hour has not yet 
come.” 


In John’s Gospel Jesus’ “hour” has very 
special meaning. It is the “hour” of His 
exaltation on the cross and in resurrec- 
tion. It is the “hour” when He would “draw 
all men to myself” (12:30). It is, in sum, 
the “hour” when He would “pass from this 
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faith

The wind blows where it will 


It is almost impossible to predict or state 
unequivocally what God will do with us 
once we offer ourselves to him. He is quite 
likely to turn our good intentions and fond 
hopes upside down and ourselves head 
over heels. The Christian vocational 


response can never be tied to specifics, or . 


to what is pleasant and _ personally 
rewarding. 


QUITE POSSIBLY, once we have put 
ourselves humbly into his hands, we may 
find ourselves having to make a series of 
decisions that apparently contradict each 
other. A young man’s decision to enter a 
seminary, for instance, may be the right 
one for him when he makes it. His decision 
to leave a year or two later could be equally 
right at that time. 


In each case he could be following the 
will of God. God’s ways are not our ways 
and until the moment of death, we can 
never be quite sure what he will ask of us 
or whether-what we decide will be what he 
would want of us. We should be grateful for 
those irreversible situations that often 
confine us—at least we know we are

Their written style is similar to 
the more recent books of the Old 
Testament. For Catholics, twelve of these 
writings are considered to be the revealed

Most of these writings had been in the 
Septuagint Greek Old Testament and were 
adopted by Christians. In Reformation 
days, Martin Luther included the 
Apocrypha in the German Bible, placing 
them before the New Testament for 
spiritual reading. The King James Bible 
(1611) also printed them, the attitude 
being that “while they were not to be used 
for establishing doctrine, these books 
were to be read for instruction and 
example.” 


The value of these writings is reflected 
in the statement of the American Bible 
Society: ; 


“Bible scholars generally agree that 
they are very important as background to

picture of Jewish life and thought, worship 
and religious practice, for the period prior 
to the New Testament and during Our 
Lord’s time here on earth.

STILL, IN SOME way, that hour had 
come in Cana.

Jesus had just performed “the first of His 
signs.” And in biblical thought a sign is not 
an abstract concept; it is the initial 
manifestation of the reality to which it 
points. 


That, too, is why Jesus here calls Mary

THE CANA SCENE, then, as described 
by John, captures both the beauty of an 


meant to operate within their limits! 


One of the hardest lessons Christians 
have to learn is that God expects us to 
function from a basis of almost total 
insecurity in everything except the 
certainty of his love and the fulfillment of 
his promises. Paradoxical as it may seem, 
it is the one way to peace of mind and real 
freedom of spirit. 


WE HAVE TO learn to be flexible, to 
“hang loose” spiritually so that we place no 
obstacles in the way of God’s whispered 
messages to us. We can become so 
attached to the idea of what we believe our 
“ministry” to be that we are deafened to 
more muted calls elsewhere. Pride often 
makes a person appear very positive and 
dedicated to his or her “calling.” Humility 
can make them appear as if blown by the 
wind. 


But bow to the wind. of the spirit we must 
and face the insecurity of our choices in 
the context of the only real security there 
can be—the endless fidelity of God’s love 
and tender guidance.

event in Jesus’ earthly existence and the 
glory or His whole life, death and 
exaltation. At Cana Jesus revealed His 
glory. At Cana His disciples believed in 
Him. At Cana Mary became the woman of 
victory over evil. 


This is not without its meaning for us. 
We, too, share in this ‘realized 


- eschatology” of Jesus. Even here on this 


earth we bask in His glory. From the 
moment of our baptism. we already enjoy 
eternal life. Heaven is but the culmination 
of a reality begun on earth. : 


We have spoken often enough in these 
columns of the absolute necessity of the 
cross in Christianity. We do not take back 
those words in any, way. But what we are 
saying—or better, what John is telling 
us—is that we take up the cross as an 
“Alleluia people,” as ones who are 
destined for glory, as coheirs with Him 
who invites us now to the feast of Cana.

Brother says 
‘Don’t panic if your 
child has used pot’ 


LOS ANGELES (NC) —“Don'’t panic if your child has used 
pot. It doesn’t make him a bad child,” Brother Anthony 
Smulders says. 


The Dutch-born counselor admits he finds today’s drug 
scene “very scary.” He is vice chairman of the Los Angeles 
County Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs Commission and 
has served with that group since 1973. He also is a 
acalis of the California Drug Abuse Prevention Advisory 
Council. 

MOST HIGH SCHOOL youngsters have tried pot at least 
once, so Brother Smulders warns parents not to panic. For 
most teen-agers it’s a passing fad, he says, and animosity 
will more than likely drive them in the direction of 
addiction. 


Above all, he,tells parents, keep open the channels of 
communication and do things together. He advises 
parents to talk with children in “non-moralizing, open 
discussions,” and probe to see why the youngster is trying 
pot and whether or not he realizes the dangerous 
consequences. : 


“Parents must look on the family as a nuclear unit. The 
family should do things together. They should be open to 
one another,” Brother Smulders says. 

NEGLECT IS A major problem for youthful pot users. 
Children returning from school to an empty home are 
especially vulnerable, he warns. And the example of 
parents is important, he notes. Parents must show trust in 
their children and with it will come responsibility. “Make 
them feel they. are participating.” 


Finally, says Brother Smulders, there is prayer. “It won't 
solve everything. Parents should realize that they are 
trying the best they can to help their children. They should 
be as loving as they can toward their children and leave 
something in God’s hands.” 


Brother Smulders is associate dean of science at Loyola 
Marymount University’s college of science and 
engineering. He is involved in the health care field.

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VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Cardinal William Wakefield 
Baum of Washington has 
been named prefect of the 
Vatican's Congregation for 
Catholic Education. 


The appointment, an- 
nounced Jan. 15 by Pope 
John Paul II, makes Cardi- 
nal Baum, 53, the highest- 
‘ranking U.S. churchman in 
the Vatican. 


THE POST puts him in 
charge of the department 
that handles church policy 
on the. world’s Catholic 
educational institutions, 
particularly Catholic col- 
leges, universities and 
seminaries. : 


The announcement end- 
ed months. of speculation 
by Vatican insiders, who 
long ago focused on 
Cardinal Baum as the 
leading candidate for the 
job. 

He replaces French 
Cardinal Gabriel-Marie 
Garrone, 78, whose resig- 
nation the pope accepted 
Jan. 15 for reasons of age. 


THE APPOINTMENT is “a 
great honor” for the church 
in the United States, 
according to Archbishop 
Joha R. Quinn of San 
Francisco, president of the 
National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB). 


“Cardinal Baum brings to 
this important post his own 
distinctive gifts of scholar- 
ship and his longstanding 
interest in academic and 
cultural affairs,’’ said 
Archbishop Quinn in a 
statement released Jan. 15 
in Washington.

IN A HOMILY at St. 
Matthew's Cathedral; Wash- 
ington, D.C., on the day of 
his. appointment, Cardinal 


Baum thanked members of — 
the church for their person- 
al support and prayers. 


He also said that “the 
work of Catholic education 
is part of the church’s- 
mission of evangelization,” 
and asked that his “contri- 
butions to this cause be 
acceptable to the Lord as 
part of the church's sacri- 
fice of praise.”

Father Schillebeeckx calls 
for less centralized church 


ROME (NC)—Father Edward Schille- 
beeckx has called for a less centralized 
church and warned against “the danger 
that the church is identified with the 
pope.” 

The call came in a Jan. 7 interview with 
the Belgian-born theologian published in 
the Rome daily, Il Messaggero. 


FATHER Schillebeeckx, who spent three 
days at the Vatican in December before a 
panel investigating his ideas, also 
defended fellow theologian, Father Hans 
Kung, and said that there are “too many 
popes” in the Roman Curia, the church's 


central administration. 


“One must remember that in the first 
centuries the local churches were the 
fundamental, vital and primary centers of 
the church,” he said. “Now the local 
church is being revitalized because there 
is less need —| don't say no need —for a 
centralization in Rome.” 


Urging Pope John Paul II to perform his 
ministry in a less public way, Father 


Schillebeeckx added, “The papacy in the 
future must be exercised in a less 
centralized manner.” 


REGARDING Father Kung, the Swiss- 
born priest teaching in West Germany who 
was censured by the Vatican in late 
December, Father Schillebeeckx was 
strongly supportive. 


“Kung is completely orthodox when it 
comes to Christology and the question of 
the Trinity,’’ he said. “‘His is an 
interpretation of dogma, not a negation.” 


Father Schillebeeckx said “a certain 
tension between the magisterium (the 
church's teaching authority) and 
theological research” is- normal, he said. 
“What is not normal is a hypertension in 
which confidence is lacking.” 


CHURCH AUTHORITY in modern times 
could be exercised in a “democratic 
form,” the theologian said. “The power of 
Christ is the church, in the faithful and in 
the magisterium. One cannot say that the 
power rests solely in the magisterium.”
